RESERVE BANKS TO OPEN 


~ASHINGPON, Oct. 25.—The 
twelve ederal reserve banks ot 
the new banking system will be 


This was announced today officially. 
Secretary McAdoo, authorized by 
the currency act to namie the opening 


date, made the announcement. His 
choice of the 16th was made despite 
the fact that the directors and gov- 
ernors of the twelve banks, in a re- 
cent conference here, voted thirty-sev- 
en to thirty five against the opening 
on that date and expressed their pref- 
erence for November 30. 

In making the announcement, Mr. 
McAdoo declared he had reached his 
decision after discussion with the 
Federal Reserve Board and because of 
emergency conditions in the South, in 
the belief that the opening of the 
banks will be helpful there and will 
benefit business in all sections of the 
country. 

In a statement issued tonight, the 
Secre made it clear that under the 
new system the Federal government 
win be able, by deposits from the gen- 
eral fund of the treasury in reserve 
banks, to aid producers of staples. 
The new reserve requirements oper-

“As soon as the reserve banks are 
in operation I shall transfer to them 
as large an amount of government 
funds as possible; this will in turn 
enable them to extend larger credits 
to national banks and State banks 
which may become members of the 
Federal reserve system which they, in 
turn, may extend to their customers. 

“By this means and through the 
agency of the Federal reserve banks, 
I hope to give additional assistance to 
that already given by the Treasury 
Department to the cotton producers, 
the cotton industry and the business 
men of the South. 

“The new reserve requirements 
which win become operative on No- 
vember 16, upon the opening of the 
Federal reserve banks, will release 
more than $400,000,000 of reserve 
money and largely increase the credit

EW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 26.—The Germans 
have succeeded in the first step 
in their new campaign for the cap- 
ture of Dunkirk. By sending up 
their big guns to the front, supported 
by reinforcements from their re- 
serves, they have forced back the 
Belgian line between Dixmude and 
the coast. Not only did the canal 
form a serious obstacle for the troops 
to cross under fire, but the Belgians 
had had time to entrench their de- 
fensive line. 
The German success could have 
been obtained only by concentrating 
at the point of attack such great 


strength in fleld guns that they were 
enabled by the gun fire to keep the 
Belgians from manning their firing 
trenches. The advance of the Ger- 
in superior numbers 
then gave the Belgians no choice but 
to retreat to a new line, where they 
would not be swept by the fire of the 
German artillery.

BOTH SIDES REINFOR 
AND MASSACRE CONTINUES.

ARIS, Oct. 25.—The German 
masses at La Basse appear, from 
the desperate efforts they are 
making, to be trying to shake them- 
selves, loose from the close grip of 
the allies who menace their com- 
munications from there and from 
Armentieres. The intense ardor of the 
battle was undiminished today. Both 
armies received reinforcements, but 
the allied lines withstood formidable 
shocks and delivered severe counter- 
attacks. 
The furious nature of the conflict 
can be gathered from the fact that 
in front of one British infantry di- 
vision in a very small space over 1500 
German bodies were found efter an 
engagement. while 600 German pris- 
eners were taken bv the British in 
the course of one attack. 

La Bassee, which forms a prom- 
ontory near Lille, is a very impor- 
tant point covering railroads. which 
the Germans seem determined to cap- 
ture at whatever cost, but the allies’ 
resistance hitherto has been too stub-

There- 
fore, the campaign here has become 
one of patient endurance. The cold, 
wet nights are very trying, being re- 
HMeved by only occasional spells of 
activity, which do not last long.

SURVIVORS OF KARLUK 


_ LANDED AT VANCOUVER. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIV. 


ICTORIA (B. c.) Oct. 25-—-The 

United States revenus cutter Bear 

arrived from Nome, Alaska, today 
bringing Capt. Robert A. Bartlett, 
master of the wrecked Stefansson ex- 
ploring ship Karluk and eight Karluk 
survivors, who were. taken off of 
Wrangell Island by the power schoon- 
er King and Winge, which transferred 
them to the Bear in the Arctic. Capt. 
Bartiett and his men were landed at 
Esquimalt and the Bear proceeded to- 
night for Seattle with forty-eight of- 
ficers and men rescued from the 
United States revenue cutter Tahoma, 
which was wrecked last month on a 
reaf in the Aleutian Islands. 

The survivors of the Karluk, who 
were landed at Esquimalt with Capt 
Bartlett, were: William Laid Me- 
Kinley, magnetician; Clyde Bank, 
Scotland; John Munroe, chief en- 
gineer; Robert Williamson, second en- 
gineer; Fred W. Maurer, fireman; 
Robert Templeman, steward; Ernest 


Chase, assistant E John Had- 


ley, seaman, and H illiams, sea- 
man 


Of the twenty-eight brave men whe | 
Alaska, 


from Port Clarence, 
July 27, 1813, for the Arctic Ocean on 
the steam whaler Karluk, a wooden 
vessel of 320 tons, cleven perished. 
Bight, including three af the aci- 
entists, were lost on the ice after 
the Kerluk was crushed, and three 
others, including two acientists, died 
8 Wrangell Island and were buried 
ere. 

The Karluk encountered frightful 
ice conditions as soon as she entered 
the Arctic. She was engaged in a 
constant fight with drifting ice, was 
unadie to land at Point Barrow, and 
on September 10, 1913. was appar- 
ently immovably frozen in east of 
Point Barrow. Ten days later, Vith- 


jalmur Stefansson, commander of the 


pedition, felt sure that winter 
ould be spent in the ice where the 
Karluk was cradled, and set out for 


shore with two white men, two Es- 


kimos and dogs, to hunt caribou to 
provide the Kariuk with meat. On 
September 22 a violent gale sprang 
up, and when Stgfansson returned to 
the beach on September 28 the Kar- 
luk had vanished. The next news of 
her was received in New York, May 
29, 1914, in a cable message from 


Capt. Robert A. Bartlett, commander, 


who sent word that the ship had been. 
crushed by the ice. Bartlett and all 
but eight of the Karluk's comple- 


gell Island, northeast of Siberia, 
after the Karluk had been crushed 
and sunk January 16. As soon as the 
days grew long enough to permit 
travel Bartlett and an Eskimo went 
across the ice 250 miles to North 
Cape, Siberia, then crossed Siberia to 
Whale Bay, where the whaler Har- 
man took them on board and con- 
veyed them to St. Michael. Later 
Bartlett went to Nome and busted 
himself in obtaining the rescue of the 
survivors on Wrangell Island. These 
survivors, eight white men and an 
Eskimo family of four, were taken 
off the islan 1 September 7, 1914, by 


‘the gasoline schooner King and 


Wing. which transferred them the 
next day to the revenue cutter Bear, 
some of the men requiring medical 
attention. 

The survivors reported that they 
had not heard from the elght mem- 
bers of their party who failed to 
reach Wrangell Island with them. 
These missing men, now given up for 
lost, were Dr. Alister Forbes-Mackay, 
surgeon, Edinburgh; James Murray, 
oceanographer. Fox Field, Eng.; 
Henri Bouchal, anthropologist, Paris; 
Thomas Morris, H. King and John H. 
Brady, seamen; Alexander Anderson, 
first mate; Charles Parker, second 
mate. 

The rescuers also learned that 
George Stewart Mallock. geologist, of 
Hamilton, Ont., and Bjarne Mamen, 
topographer, of Christiania, Norway, 
had died on the istand of scurvy and 
that George Bretty, a fireman, had 


tally inflicted by himself. | 
According to persons who saw the 


Wrangell Island survivors, in Nome, 
they all are in good condition. Some 
have undergone amputation of toes, 
however. Capt. Bartlett is said to be 
as robust as ever, in spite of reports 
that he had suffered frozen hands and 
was otherwise injured.

“With all his colossal personality 
and extrao gifts, Robert Me- 
Intyre was a man of modest spirit.“ 
Dr. Locke said. “His reserve could 
be attributed to his modesty and not 
to his pride. While he was well 
potsed and was sufficiently sure of 
himself. yet he possessed a natural 
restraint which was the result of his 
true humility. 

“In his strong and striking char- 
acter, dignity and simplicity, reserve 
and frankness, seriousness and humor, 
imagination and reality, vigor and 
gentieness were combined in such 
excellent balance as to produce a 
personality of unusual symmetry. 
grace and power. 

“He had a warm and tender heart 
and was fervently loved by those who 
knew him intimately. He was an 
idealist and dreamed the dreams 
which some future year would re- 
alise. Even on the crowded streets 
he was often found so absorbed in 
his contemplation of the achieving of 
the impossible that he was perfectly 
— to men and things around 


“Robert Mcintyre was pre-eminent- 
y & preacher. While he was a 
prophet, mystic and a poet, vet he 
stayed with the crowd. His dreams 
did not separate him from folks. He 
had his visions on mountain tops 
and in silent canyons, but he shortly 
reappeared in the plains and val- 
leys, where a suffering and anxious 
and wondering humanity swarmed in 
bewllderment and sin. 

“He loved the common people and 
never forgot them. He once said to 
an interviewer that if he ever felt 
any swellings of pride because of his 
humble successes, he always looked 
at his mason's trowel, which he kept 
in a conspicuous place over his study 


lowly beginning. ; 

“Robert McIntyre was a good man 
of sincere, epotiess and nt 
character; a fond husband and father, 
a faithful friend, a.versatile scholar, 
a brilliant and persuasive preacher, 
and a humble and holy disciple of 
Jesus Christ, his Lord. Such men 
are a vindicetion of divine wisdom in 
creating man. 

“In response to some expression of 
fondest affection from the dear com- 
panion of his adversities and his tri- 
umphs, Bishop McIntyre answered, 
‘Lovely’ on his death bed. It was 
his last word and a fitting finale for 
those lips over which like rills along 
mossy dells had flowed the sweet- 
ness and light of the poet-preacher's 
great soul.” 

PROPHETIC TEXT. 

Mr. Mulford spoke briefly for the 
laymen of the church. He dealt in 
appreciative reminiscence, recalling 
the farewell sermon of Biship Mclin- 
tyre as pastor of the First Methodist 
Church of this city.

It 
was Dr. Walker who presided at the 
great public farewell to Bishop Mc- 
Intyre, held at the Temple Auditorium 
in June, 1908. 


BISHOP’S TRIBUTE 
TO A CALIFORNIA POET. 


One of the most eloquent addresses 
ever made by Bishop McIntyre was 
that spoken at the dedication serv- 
ices of “The Bells of Hollywood,” the 
memorial chimes erected in honor of 
Mrs. Eliza A. Otis, the author. These 
services were held in Hollywood, No- 
vember 15, 1905. Dr. McIntyre spoke 
on this oceasion to more than 2000 
beople Pathered about the grave of 
the poet. 

“This is a unique scene,” he said. 
“I cannot remember any parallel to 
it. The woman we are met to honor 
did not belong to any nobility.

Hope colors 
the half of the globe where, under the Mon- 
roe doctrine, our peace-loving nation holds 
the balance of power. Doubt and fear 
darken the other half, where the jealousies 
of rival powers have forced a bloody issue. 
The last great movement of quiet, indus- | 
trious men and women from the black half 
to the white half of the world, already en- 
couraged by the opening of the Panama 
Canal, will be hastened by the horror and 
‘fear engendered by the present colossal | 
war. So millions of productive acres be- 
tween Cape Horn and Labrador, at present 
untenanted, will be occupied and brought 
into cultivation. „

north and south. is ready to act the Good 
Samaritan to all the despoiled wayfarers 
of Europe, For this we are determined 
preserve a splendid neutrality.
